In a former article we brought as 
our first indictment against the saloon 
traffic as a reason why it should be 
prohibited, that it is an unnecessary 
busLness. 
It is not needed for 
the 
health, the happines, or in any way 
for the helpfulness of society . It meets 
no real need of the community and 
can be carried on with no good mo­ 
tiv e. 
The nex t count against the 
traffic 
which 
we wish to present in this ar­ 
ticle as a reason for the enactment 
of the prohibitory ordinance is 
that 
it :s a wasteful business. The saloon 
is a place where intox icating liquors 
are sold as a bev erage, a resort for 
dunking that which is supplied by 
tbe distilleries and breweries of the 
country . 
In the production of 
the 
commodity in which it deals there is 
the most fearful waste of the neces­ 
sities of life. 
Millions of bushels of 
gr lin are 
y early destroy ed in 
this 
w?y . To meet the 
demands of the 
breweries of the land nearly two mill- 
io i acres are 
under cultiv ation 
for 
barley and hops. 
Sometimes this is 
boasted of by the adv ocates of 
the 
trade to showr the immensity of their 
business, but if these acres were sown 
in wheat they would, in a fruitful sea­ 
son, y ield nearly a bushel to 
ev ery 
man, woman and child in the land and 
giv e a barrel of flour to ev ery family . 
According to the internal report for 
1895 there was consumed in the pro­ 
duction of spirits 17 ,49 9 ,711 bushels 
of grain. 
In prov iding malt for the 
manufacture of beer 56 ,38 3,171 bush­ 
els 
ot barley were 
required. 
The 
total weight of the grain thus used 
was 3,6 54,000,000 pounds. If the grain 
Bad been ground into flour and made 
info bread it would 
hav e prov ided 
that number of pound loav es, or

We 
hav e seen that what they dispense is 
not needed, therefore the money spent 
in them, so far as the persons spend­ 
ing it are concerned, is wasted. It is 
worse 
than wasted, but we only ask’ 
y ou now to think of the 
waste 
of 
money caused by the 
saloon traffic 
in our midst. The most of this money 
comes, not from our rich men, who 
can afford the 
waste, but from the 
wages of our working men, much of 
it taken from homes that are bare of 
the lux uries, y es oftentimes of the ne­ 
cessities of life. 
, 
If any one will take the time to count 
the number of saloons in our city and 
make a calculation as to what they 
must receiv e ov er their bars in order 
to meet their ex penses and 
deriv e 
the 
profit 
they make in their busi­ 
ness, he will find that there must be 
from $17 5,000 to $200,000 and perhaps 
far more 
paid into these saloons an­ 
nually . 
Suppose 
the 
saloons 
were 
closed and that money was ex pended 
as it would then be, 
in 
legitimate 
trade, would it not far more than com­ 
pensate 
for the 
tax these saloons 
pay into our treasury . 
The amount 
paid into our 
saloons y ear by y ear 
I would maintain all our churches, our 
public schools and make all necessary 
improv ements in our city and hav e 
enough 
left to meet the loss of the 
I tax the saloons pay into our treas­ 
ury . 
The point we make is, that 
this 
money , so far as they who pay it into 
the saloons are concerned, is wasted. 
The fact is there is no such wasteful 
agency in all this land as the liquor 
traffic. Certainly , any thing that takes 
so much from

the land and from the 
hard earned 
wages of

SALOON BUSINESS WASTEFUL 


Nearly Two Million Acres In Bar­ 
ley and Hops to Meet De­ 
mand of Breweries. 


SOME INTERESTING 8TATI8TIC8 


Should the prohibitory ordinance 
now before our council be passed? 
In a former article we brought as 
our first indictment against the saloon 
traffic as a reason why it should be 
prohibited, that it is an unnecessary 
business. 
It is not needed for 
the 
health, the happines, or in any way 
for the helpfulness of society. It meets 
no real need of the community and 
can be carried on with no good mo­ 
tive. 
The next count against the traffic 
which we wish to present in this ar­ 
ticle as a reason for the enactment 
of the prohibitory ordinance is that 
it :e a wasteful business. The saloon 
is a place where intoxicating liquors 
are sold as a beverage, a resort for 
dinking that which is supplied by 
the distilleries and breweries of the 
country. 
In the production of 
the 
commodity in which ft deals there is 
the most fearful waste of the neces­ 
sities of life. 
Millions of bushels of 
grain are yearly destroyed in 
this 
w?y. To meet the demands of the 
breweries of the land nearly two mill­ 
ion acres are under cultivation for 
barley and hops. Sometimes this is 
boasted of by the advocates of the 
trade to show the immensity of their 
business, but if these acres were sown 
In wheat they would, in a fruitful sea­ 
son, yield nearly a bushel to every 
man, woman and child in the land and 
give a barrel of flour to every family. 
According to the internal report for 
1895 there was consumed in the pro­ 
duction of spirits 17,499,711 bushels 
of grain. 
In providing malt for the 
manufacture of beer 56,383,171 bush­ 
es ot barley were 
required. 
The 
total weight of the grain thus used 
was 3,654,000,000 pounds. If the grain 
lad been ground into flour and made 
In*o bread it would 
have provided 
that number of pound loaves, or 
a 
loaf every day in the year for 10,000,- 
000 of our people, one-eighth of the 
population of our country. 
In view 
of this fact, which the statistics of 
our government report clearly verify, 
are we not justified in charging this 
traffic with wasting the resources of 
tion.

In its 
wastefulness it is the enemy of so­ 
ciety, especially of the working men, 
the real producers of our wealth. 
Consider for a little the wasteful­ 
ness of the saloons of our city. We 
have seen that what they dispense is 
not needed, therefore the money spent 
in them, so far as the persons spend­ 
ing it are concerned, is wasted. It is 
worse than wasted, but we only ask 
you now to think of the 
waste of 
money caused by the 
saloon traffic 
in our midst. The most of this money 
comes, not from our rich men, who 
can afford the 
waste, but from the 
wages of our working men, much of 
it taken from homes that are bare of 
the luxuries, yes oftentimes of the ne­ 
cessities of life. 
, 
If anyone will take the time to count 
the number of saloons in our city and 
make a calculation as to what they 
must receive over their bars in order 
to meet their expenses and derive 
the profit they make in their busi­ 
ness, he will find that there must be 
from $175,000 to $200,000 and perhaps 
far more paid into these saloons an­ 
nually. Suppose the saloons were 
closed and that money was expended 
as it would then be, 
in legitimate 
trade, would it not far more than com­ 
pensate 
for the 
tax these saloons 
pay into our treasury. 
The amount 
paid into our saloons year by year 
would maintain all our churches, our 
public schools and make all necessary 
improvements in our city and have 
enough left to meet the loss of the 
tax the saloons pay into our treas­ 
ury. 
The point we make is, that 
this 
money, so far as they who pay it into 
the saloons are concerned, is wasted. 
The fact is there is no such wasteful 
agency in all this land as the liquor 
traffic. Certainly, anything that takes 
so much from 
the 
productive 
re­ 
sources of 
the land and from the 
hard earned 
wages of oug toilers 
without giving any proper equivalent 
in return is an evil that ought to be 
prohibited. 
Our council has the authority to 
deal with it in this way. Will they 
do so? We will see.

W ebster Dav is, former 
assistan t secretary of the in terior.

crowd m an ifested

en thu siasm by 
cheerin g for abou t two m in u tes as the 
former repu blican leader ascen ded 
the 
platform an d stood lacin g the thou san ds 
of spectators. 
In dram atic sty le an d with all the force 
an d m agn etism of a fin e orator Mr. Dav is 
began his address. 
He den ou n ced as a 
“ maliciou s lie” the statem en t tha t he had 
been forced to leav e his office in the pres­ 
en t Nation al A dm in istration . 
He pic­ 
tu red in brillian t an a flamin g sen ten ces 
the “cru elties'’ an d “ aggression s” prac­ 
tised by Great Britian u pon the Boers of 
Sou th Africa. 
He ex pressed his in ten se 
satisfaction tha t the Democratic party 
had in corporated in the platform a plan k 
so cordially en dorsin g the cau se of the 
Boers which was the cau se of liberty and 
ju stice. 
As he felt, he said, b u t this great 
repu blic shou ld n ot chain itself to the 
chariot wheels of the em pire tha t was 
cru shin g libertv to death in Sou th Africa, 
he believ ed to be his du ty to ally himself 
w ith the Democratic party .

K an sas C ity, Ju ly 6.-—The great bat­ 
tle of tn e con v en tion was n ot 
fo ught 
u n der the ey es o t cheerin g thou san ds, 
bu t in tn e priv acy 
o f the closely gu arded 
qu arters of the committee o n platfo rm. 
Here was waged thro ugho ut Wedn« s- 
day night and Thursday mo rning o ne 
o f the mo st remarkable struggles that 
has ev er racked this histo ric party . 
On 
the o ne hand was the influence o f Bry an 
and the abso lute unity o f dev o tio n felt 
to ward him and the cause o f silv er, 
w ith which his name ts inseparably 
linked. 
On the o ther hand were many o f the 
patriarchs o f the party like Daniels, o f 
Virginia, insisting that the v ery life o f 
the o rganizatio n was endangered by 
changing its o ld issues, and that the 
duty o f the ho ur called fo r new issues 
based o n new and v ital ev ents. 
This 
co ntest was at last narro wed do wn to 
the o ne issue o f specifically reaffirming 
the party ’s adherence to a 1 6 to 1 stand­ 
ard, as desired by Mr. Bry an, o r o f re­ 
affirming the silv er plank in mo st gen­ 
eral terms. 
And o n this issue the brains, the 
sagacity , the persuasiv e elo quence and 
the best ability o f the co nv entio n has 
fo r the last 36 ho urs been engaged in a 
battle roy al fo r supremacy . 
And o ut o f 
this fierce strife the adherents o f Bry an 
emerged scarred but v icto rio us.

the day. 
After Chairman Richardson, about ll 
Ufoloek, called the convention to order for the! 
•aeolid day s session, he presented Right Rev.

As he proceeded each plank was greeted 
with applause. The Senator accompanied hi! 
reading with emphatic gestures, striding up 
and down the platform, turning this way and 
that, after his manner in the Senate. Then 
was a howl of approval as he clenched his fiat 
and fiercely arraigned the course of the ad 
ministration in Cuba. But it remained for hi! 
reading of the declaration that “imperialisn. 
is the paramount issue of this campaign" ic 
tvoke a storm of enthusiasm. The delegates 
sprang to their feet. standing on their chairs 
waving hats, handkerchiefs, umbrellas. 
Home people in the galleries took up th* 
chorus and carried it along for many minutes 
Senator Hill could be seen marshaling th< 
hosts lo cheer 
He held a fan high above his 
head and added his voice to the vociferous 
shouting. 
A a “cond tim e Senator Tillman 
read this declaration and now even a greater 
demonstration than before carried the con 
volition off its feet. Suddenly hundreds, then 
thousands of m iniature American flags wert 
passed among the delegates, and the whole 
floor of the vast structure became a sea ol 
An instant later the flags swept over 
the galleries like a mass of flame. 
Bundles of them were tos&d upon the seats 
and distributed. The scene was magnificently 
inspiring and the great audience was worked 
up to a fever heat. On each flag was the de 
vioa “The Constitution and the Flag are In 
separable, Now and Forever. The Flag of the 
Republic Forever, of an Empire, Never.” 
While the demonstration was at 'ta height the 
band sent another thrill through the audience 
ay Playing-Dixie" and a medley of patriots 
lira. State standards were again torn from 
their sockets, banners were raised and a tri* 
uinphal procession of the delegates marched 
about the hall. Now the strafna of the band 
turn* c: to “My O' untry, 'Tis of Thee," at 
whicn toe entire audience, as with a single 
voice, joined in a mighty and swelling chorus 
Amid the billowing of flags could be seen a 
tai. standard bearing the inscription: 
‘ Forcible Annexation Would be Criminal 
Aggiession, William McKinley.” 
It was at this juncture that the climax 
was sprung upon the assembly. A huge 
Hag had been hung across the roof be­ 
tween two trusses, and as the signal was 
given, the cords were cut, and slowly it 
unrolled its white and erin.son folds as it 
led giaoctuily and swung over tho plat­ 
form, slightly to the rear and south of the 
speaker s desk. The banner was an enor­ 
mous affair, being fully 5'J feet long and 
about one half us wide. 
Upon the white 
stripes were printed the following sen­ 
tences in large letters of blue: 
“Con-ditutional 
governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. 
The constitution and the flag, one and 
insuperable nowand forever.*’

For about two minutes the cords of the 
fog caught and would not permit it to 
fan to us full length. It was caught up 
just enough to prevent the convention 
from reading the inscriptions upon the 
banner, aud until they were released and 
the banner swung free, the enthusiasm 
increased every second. When finally ev­ 
ery word was visible there was a oiimax 
ol cheers that was deafening. 
The chairman pounded his gavel and ap­ 
pealed for order. But the march of the dele­ 
gates, bearing their standards and banners, 
ran on for about twenty-two minutes. 
As 
Senator Tillman waa about to resuma he re­ 
marked that the thread of his discourse had 
been broken and that down Beath they were 
in the habit of saying “Heil has broken loose 
in Georgia." 
“And," added the Senator, vociferously, “If

But the demonstration waa faint 
in comparison to what had just occurred when 
imperialism was announced aa the “paramount 
issue." Many of the delegates stood on their 
chairs and waved flag* and cheered, but a very 
considerable number more than half held 
their seats. Senator Hill was among those 
who maintained quiet, while Mr. Croaker 
waved a flag until it broke and George Fred. 
Williams led the Massachusetts contingent in 
salvos of cheers. Cue of the N ew York dele-

The demonstration lasted four and one-half 
minutes 
There was intense scorn in the senator’s 
voice as he rend the Dial form arraignment 
of the Hay Paun< efote treaty, evoking 
mingled laun der and applause.

When the applause had subsided Chair­ 
man Jones, of tin* platform coinmitt e, 
said he had I* on instructed to move that 
the platform ne adopted by the conven­ 
tion by acc bullation. 
The rn aion wa* put and amid a m ar of 
cheer.** the platform was adopted wi‘ii >ut 
a word of dissent. Tile announcement of 
Chairman Richardson of the adoption of 
the platform was followed by manifesta­ 
tions of enthusiasm. 
Later it was announced by Chairman 
Richardson that the convention would be 
addressed by Hon, Webster Davis, former 
assistant secretary of the interior. 
The 
crowd manifested 
its 
enthusiasm by 
cheering for about two minutes as the 
former republican leader ascended the 
platform and stood facing the thousands 
of spectators. 
In dramatic style and with all the force 
and magnetism of a fine orator Mr. Davis 
began his address. 
He denounced as a 
‘‘malic ious lie” the statement that he had 
been forced lo leave his office in the pres­ 
ent National Administration. 
He pic­ 
tured in brilliant ana flaming sentences 
the “cruelties” and “aggressions” prac­ 
tised by Groat Britlan upon the Boers of 
South Africa. 
He expressed his intense 
■atis faction that the Democratic party 
had incorporated in the platform a plank 
so cordially endorsing the cause of the 
Boers which was the cause of liberty and 
justice. As he felt, he said, but this great 
republic should not chain itself to the 
chariot wheels of the empire that was 
crushing liberty to death in South Africa, 
he believed to be his duty to ally himself 
with the Democratic party. 
His account with the Republican party he 
regarded as fully balanced. He owed it no fur­ 
ther obligations. 
These sentiments met with 
much applause. 
In conclusion, in announcing his intention of 
supporting the Democratic party and its 
ticket, Mr. Davis said, with great emphasis: 
“I stand upon this platform and shall sup 
port W. J. Breunings.” 
It was a curious and 
laughable confusion of the syllables of Mr. 
Bryan’s name. But the convention knew what 
he meant and cheered him wildly. 
As Mr. Davis concluded the band struck 
up “ Hall to the Chief,” and while it was 
rendering the air he held an impromptu 
reception upon the platform. Chairman 
Richardson was the first to grasp his hand 
as ho concluded, then Senator J. K. Jones. 
Others crowded around him until he 
had great difficulty in retaining his feet 
He left the platform as soon as he was 
able, but on the way to his seat he was 
given shouts of approval by those whom 
he passed 
The band passed from “Hail 
to the Chief to ‘‘America,” and the con­ 
vention sung with it until the band would 
play no more. 
Sergeant-at-Arms Martin rose to his 
feet and waved desperately for silence, 
When a few degrees of noise had been 
been eliminated, he said: 
“The next 
business before the convention Is the 
nomination of a candidate for the presi­ 
dency of the United States. The secre­ 
tary wlli call the roll of states.” 
Before doing so the secretary read the names 
of the members of the committee appointed by 
the chair to confer with the Silver Republi­ 
cans and Populists, In accordance with the res­ 
olution Introduced by Georg* Fred Williams.

W. D. Oldham, of Nebraska, 
who was to present the name of Mr. 
Bryan to the convention, was waiting by 
the chairman’s desk, and as the chairman 
of the Alabama delegation resumed his 
seat, he came forward and in a few grace­ 
ful words expressed his appreciation of 
the favor extended by Ala ism s in sur­ 
rendering its time to the state of Mr. 
Bryan. 
He caught the fancy of the convention 
by his statement that the government of 
this country is “bounded on the north by 
the constitution on the east by the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine, o* the south by the Declara­ 
tion of Independence and on the west by 
the ten commandments.”

was on a chair, both arms aloft, a flag In 
hi* right hand, which he waved vigor­ 
ously. 
Hill was not behind him in the 
show of loyalty to the nominee, and wav­ 
ing his arms, lie let forth a series of cheers 
that equalled those uttered by any man 
on the floor. 
Over in Illinois, Ohio and 
Indiana, where 16 to I is not popular, 
then* was no hesitation now. 
Hound the hail started the Nebraska 
men with their huge banner, and l atch­ 
ing up their »tate emblems, the other del­ 
egations took up the march, waving flags 
and hats ami cheering at the top of their 
voices without cessation save for the 
breath necessary to a fresh outburst. 
The two women delegates from Utah 
joined in the parade, one of them carrying 
a small silk banner of white upon which 
was inscribed, “Greeting to William J. 
Bryan from the Democratic women of 
Utah.” 
As the women passed along the aisle in 
front of the New York delegation one of 
the enthusiastic Tammany braves turned 
loose a war whoop that rivaled any pre­ 
viously uttered on this continent and 
Dounded one of the women over the head 
with his small flag as a token of apprecia­ 
tion. Far from resenting the blow, the 
woman smiled and pirouetted through 
the aisle formed of shouting men. 
The Tammany men went into real bys 
teric and gymnastic spasms as the woman 
passed out of sight in the crowd in front 
of the speaker’s desk. 
Senator Clark, of Montana, accompa­ 
nied by a lady both waving flags with in 
tense energy called forth terrific applause 
at they passed around the hall. After 
them came Texas with its long pole sur­ 
mounted by steer’s horns, and further 
back some of the New York delegation

Round and round the hail went the 
marching column between two walls of 
cheering men, who stood beneath a cloud 
of fluttering Hags. When the enthusiasm 
had run for 10v£ minutes Chairman Rich­ 
ardson commenced to pound vigorously 
for order. He was lost beyond all power 
of hearing for several minutes, and it was 
not until about twenty-seven minutes had 
elapsed from about the instant m at Mr 
Oldham had mentioned the word “ Bryan” 
that the cheering had subsided and the 
convention was iii order once more. 
Later Arkansas yielded to Texas, and 
, Mr. Perkins made a speech, seconding

His finish was applauded, and then the 
voice of the clerk calling the roll was 
drowned out by vociferous cries for “ Hill 
H ill.” Ex-Senator White, of California, 
got the platform, however, and his sten­ 
torian tones soon demanded attention and 
by his decided delivery he kept the con­ 
vention somewhat in order. Some telling 
points in his -speech were applauded. 
Colorado gave way to Illinois, and Judge 
Thompson took the platform, while ^he 
audience again cried for “Hill.” He be­ 
gan in a tum ult, but soon received atten­ 
tion and seconded the nomination in be­ 
half of his state. 
Judge Thompson did 
not take the ten minutes allotted him and 
when he finished. Connecticut yielded for 
David D. Hill, Even as the state yielded 
the convention took up the cry which had 
been on its tongue for two days. 
Flags 
waved and the delegates rose and sheered 
with the audience. 
The men In New 
York wearing the Tammany badges were 
the only delegates who kept their teats. 
Ex-Senator Hill forced his way to the 
platform and waved his hand for silence. 
When the cheers and cries of Hill Hill” 
had concluded and the vast audience was 
seated, he began to speak* slowly but 
clearly, and the attention given him was 
remarkable. 
The vast hall was almost 
perfectly silent. 
His laudation of Bryan was received 
applause .and cheers, but when he 
said Bryan “will have the support of a 
united party,” the convention went wild, 
and the band had to play “America” to 
still the tum ult. “His integrity has nev»r 
been questioned,” asserted Mr. Hill, and 
the audience yelled “That’s so.” 
His explanation of his position on the 
platform and his acquiescence with the 
will of the majority called for heartier 
applause than had been evident before, 
and the good offices of the band wers 
again necessary to get attention for him 
Tins nomination will meet the approve, o f 
the east," he said and enthused his auditors 
In closing he said:

tion became a bedlam again. “Hill for vice 
president” was one of the cries raised and del­ 
egates all over the hall were on their feet ex 
cept the five rows of Tammany men. Ex-8ena 
tor Edward Murphy, as Hill passed to his seat. 
grasped his hand and shook it heartily. 
When order was restored the secretary 
of th® convention proceeded with the call 
of states. Tennant Lomax, of Alabama 
briefly seconded the nomination of Mr 
Brian.

A Georgia delegate rose and on behalf 
pf the south requested that “that peerless 
leader and orator of Virginia, G. W. Dan 
lei, be called upon to address the conven­ 
tion. 
Senator 
Daniel was escorted to the 
platform. He was accorded an enthusias­ 
tic reception. His speech was brilliant, 
an eloquent geology of Mr. Bryan. When 
he said: “I second the nomination of one 
who would rather be right than be presi­ 
dent,” a perfect storm oicheers swept over 
the audience; and when he added: “He 
is right by his noble and discerning nature 
and he soon will be president,” thousands 
present rose from their scats and amid 
the waving ut hundreds of flags cheered 
for almost a minute. The congratula­ 
tions received by Mr. Daniel at the close 
of hie speech amounted to a distinct ova­ 
tion 
Mr. W .B . Moore, of North Carolina,

Speeches were made for other stat,on 
Former Governor Patterson, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, spoke for his state and for the Bast.

Hawaii through 
its native delegate John H. Wise, made 
its first seconding speech in a Democratic 
national convention and finallv a sweet 
voiced and pleasant-faced woman alter­ 
nate from Utah seconded the nomination 
of Mr. Bryan in behalf of the state of 
Utah.

FIGHT OVERJPLATFORM. 


Warm Time Before Committee on Reso* 
lutions—;6 to I Reiterated—Im­ 
perialism Important Feature. 


K a n s a s C i t y , July 6.— The great bat* 
tie of the convention was not fought 
under the eyes of cheering thousands, 
but in the privacy of the closely guarded 
quarters of the committee on platform. 
Here was waged throughout Wednes- 
day night and Thursday morning one 
of the most remarkable struggles that 
has ever racked this historic party. On 
the one hand was the influence of Bryan 
and the absolute unity of devotion felt 
toward him and the cause of silver, 
with which his name Is inseparably 
linked. 
On the other hand were many of the 
patriarchs of the party like Daniels, ol 
Virginia, insisting that the very life of 
the organization was endangered by 
changing its old issues, and that the 
dnty of the hour called for new issues 
based on new and vital events. This 
contest was at last narrowed down to 
the one issue of specifically reaffirming 
the party’s adherence to a 16 to I stand­ 
ard, as desired by Mr. Bryan, or of re­ 
affirming the silver plank in most gen­ 
eral terms. 
And on this issue the brains, the 
sagacity, the persuasive eloquence and 
the best ability of the convention has 
for the last 36 hours been engaged in a 
battle royal for supremacy.

his right hand, which he waved vigor­ 
ously. 
Hill was not behind him in the 
show of loyalty to the nominee, and wav­ 
ing his arms, he let forth a series of cheers 
th at equalled those uttered by any man 
on the floor. 
Over in Illinois, Ohio and 
Indiana, where 16 to I is not popular, 
tiler'- was no hesitation now. 
Round the hail started the Nebraska 
men with their huge banner, and » itch ­ 
ing up theii state emblems the other del­ 
egations took up tho inarch, waving flags 
anil bats and cheering at the top of their 
voices without cessation save for the 
breath necessary to a fresh outburst. 
The two women delegates from Utah 
joined in the parade, one of them carrying 
a small silk banner of white upon which 
was inscribed, “Greeting to W illiam J. 
Bryan from the Democratic women of 
U tah.” 
As the women passed along the aisle in 
front ot the New York delegation one of 
the enthusiastic Tam m any braves turned 
loose a war whoop that rivaled any pre 
viously uttered on this continent and 
Dounded one of the women over the head 
with his small flag as a token of apprecia­ 
tion. 
Far from resenting the blow, the 
woman smiled and pirouetted through 
the aisle formed of shouting men. 
The Tam m any men went into real bys 
teric and gym nastic spasms as the woman 
passed out of sight in the crowd in front 
of the speaker’s desk. 
Senator Clark, of Montana, accompa­ 
nied by a lady both waving flags with rn 
tense energy called forth terrific applause 
at they passed around the hall.

L ater A rkansas yielded to Texas, and

Some telling 
points in his speech were applauded. 
Colorado gave way to Illinois, and J udge 
Thompson took the platform , while the 
audience again cried for “ H ill.” He be­ 
gan in a tum ult, but soon received atten ­ 
tion and seconded the nom ination in be­ 
half of his state. 
Judge Thompson did 
not take the ten m inutes allotted him and 
wnen he finished, Connecticut yielded for 
David D. Hill, 
Even as the state yielded 
the convention took up the cry which had 
been on its tongue for two days. 
Flags 
waved and tile delegates rose and cheered 
w ith the audience. 
The men in New 
York wearing tile Tam m any badges were 
the only delegates who kept their seats. 
Ex-Senator Hill forced his way to the 
platform and waved his hand for silence. 
W hen the cheers and cries of Hill H ill” 
had concluded and the vast audience was 
seated, he began to speaks slowly but 
clearly, and the attention given him was 
remarkable. 
The vast hall was alm ost 
perfectly silent. 
His laudation of Bryan was received 
with applause and cheers, but when he 
said Bryan “will have the support of 
united p arty.” the convention went wild,

“His integrity has never 
been questioned,” asserted Mr. Hill, and 
the audience yelled “T h at’s so.”

Speeches were made for other state*. 
Former Governor Patterson, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, spoke tor his state and for the East., 
Governor McMillin, of Tennessee, voiced 
the wishes of a state which had “ Fur­ 
nished three Presidents.” Hawaii through 
It s native delegate John H. Wise, made 
its first seconding speech in a Democratic 
national convention and finally a sweet 
voiced and pleasant-faced woman alter­ 
nate from I tah seconded the nom ination 
of Mr. Bryan in behalf of the state of 
Utah. Then came the voting. 
State after state recorded its vote in be­ 
half of the Nebraska candidate, and giv­ 
ing him the unanim ous vote of all the 
states and territories.

FIGHT OVER~PLATfORM. 


W a r m T im e Before C om m ittee on Reso­ 


l u t i o n s —:fl to I 
R eiterated—Im ­ 
perialism Im portant Feature. 


K a n s a s C i t y , July 6.— The great bot­ 
tle of the convention was not fought 
under the eyes of cheering thousands, 
but in the privacy of the closely guarded 
quarters of the committee on platform. 
Here was waged throughout Wednes­ 
day night and Thursday morning one 
of the most remarkable struggles that 
has ever racked this historic party. On 
the one hand was the influence of Bryan 
and the absolute unity of devotion felt 
toward him and the cause of silver, 
with which hie name is inseparably 
linked. 
On the other hand were many of the 
patriarchs of the party like Daniels, of 
Virginia, insisting that the very life of 
the organization was endangered by 
changing its old issues, and that the 
duty of the hour called for new issues 
based on new and vital events. This 
contest w as at last narrowed down to 
the one issue of specifically reaffirming 
the party’s adherence to a 16 to I stand­ 
ard, as desired by Mr. Bryan, or of re­ 
affirming the silver plank in most gen­ 
eral terms. 
And on this issne the brains, the 
sagacity, the persuasive eloquence and 
the best ability of the convention has 
for the last 36 hours been engaged in a 
battle royal for supremacy. And out of 
this fierce strife the adherents of Bryan 
em erged scarred but victorious. They 
have written the platform in their own 
way, with 16 to I. 
But it was a victory 
by a scratch, for a single vote would 
have turned the scale. 
And it has not been a victory with­ 
out concession, for the final draft silver 
is no longer “paramount” it is far down 
in the platform, while in the very front 
is the declaration that imperialism is 
the “paramount” issue of this cam­ 
paign.”

These are the whisperings of startling 
rumors in the native quarters, and it must 
not be forgotten that the telegraph lines 
over which alone the news can come, are 
solely in the hands of the Chinese.

SALOON BUSINESS WASTEFUL 


> Nearly Two M illion Aores In Bar* 
ley and H ops to Meet R e­ 
mand o f Breweries. 


f SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS 


Should 
the 
prohibitory ordinance 
now before our council be passed? 
In a former article we brought as 
our first indictm ent against the saloon 
traffic as a reason why it should be 
prohibited, that it is an unnecessary 
business. 
It is not needed for 
the 
health, the happines, or in any way 
for the helpfulness of society. It meets 
no real need of the community and 
can be carried on with no good mo­ 
tive. 
The next count against the 
traffic 
which 
we wish to present in this ar­ 
ticle as a reason for the enactm ent 
of the prohibitory ordinance is 
that 
it :£ a wasteful business. 
The saloon 
is a place w here intoxicating liquors 
are sold as a beverage, a resort 
for 
drinking th at which is supplied by 
the distilleries and breweries of the 
country. 
In the production of 
the 
commodity in which it deals there is 
the most fearful waste of the neces­ 
sities of life. 
Millions of bushels of 
Un are 
yearly destroyed in 
this 
w;iy. To m eet the 
demands of 
the 
breweries of the land nearly two n ili- 
ion acres are 
under cultivation 
for 
barley and hops. 
Sometimes 
this is 
boasted of by the advocates of 
the 
trade to show the Immensity of their 
business, but if these acres were sown 
in wheat they would, in a fruitful sea­ 
son, yield nearly a bushel to 
every 
man, woman and child in the land and 
give a barrel of flour to every family. 
according to the internal report for 
1895 there was consumed in the pro­ 
duction of spirits 17,499,711 bushels 
of grain. 
In providing malt for the 
manufacture of beer 65,383,171 bush­ 
es 
ot barley were 
required. 
The 
total weight of the grain thus used 
wig 3,654,000,000 pounds. If the grain 
Had been ground into flour and made 
lido bread it would 
have provided 
that number of pound loaves, or 
a

the real producers of our wealth. 
Consider for a little the wasteful­ 
ness of the saloons of our city. 
We 
have seen that what they dispense is 
not needed, therefore the money spent 
In them, so far as the persons spend­ 
ing it are concerned, is wasted. It is 
worse 
than wasted, but we only ask 
you nowr to think of the 
waste 
of 
money caused by the 
saloon traffic 
in our midst. The most of this money 
comes, not from our rich men, who 
can afford the 
waste, but from the 
wages of our working men, much of 
it taken from homes th at are bare of 
the luxuries, yes oftentim es of the ne­ 
cessities of life. 
, 
If anyone will take the time to count 
the number of saloons in our city and 
m ake 
a calculation as to what they 
m ust receive over their bars in order 
to m eet their expenses 
and 
derive 
the 
profit 
they m ake in their busi­ 
ness, he will find th at there m ust be 
from $175,000 to $200,000 and perhaps 
far more 
paid into these saloons an­ 
nually. 
Suppose 
the 
saloons 
were 
closed and that money was expended 
as it would then be, 
in 
legitim ate 
trade, would It not far more than com­ 
pensate 
for the 
tax these saloons 
pay into our treasury. 
The amount 
paid into our 
saloons year by year 
would maintain all our churches, our 
public schools and make all necessary 
improvements in our city and have 
enough 
left to m eet the loss of the 
tax the saloons pay into our treas­ 
ury. 
The point we make is, that 
this 
money, so far as they who pay it into 
the saloons are concerned, is wasted. 
The fact is there is no such wasteful 
agency in all this land as the liquor 
traffic. Certainly, anything that takes 
so much from 
the 
productive 
re­ 
sources of 
the land and from the 
hard earned 
wages of 
ou^ 
toilers 
without giving any proper equivalent 
in return is an evil that ought to be 
prohibited. 
Our council has the authority to 
deal with it in this way. 
Will 
they 
do so? 
We will see.

requesting that 
it be read in all the 
churches at the midweek prayer meet­ 
ings 
and that special prayer be of- 
lered that the hand of the slayer be 
checked and that peace and order may 
goon prevail. 
The Second Presbyte 
rian church, this city, recognized the 
request and the meeting, which 
was 
announced to be in keeping 
with 
a 
Fourth of July occasion, was changed 
, to one of prayer for the safety 
of 
those who are so much in danger. The 
Presbyterian church is greatly inter­ 
ested in the missionary effort in the 
parts of China just now most affected, 
there being in those immediate prov­ 
inces within a radius of about 
300 
miles from Pekin, 84 missionaries un­ 
der the 
care of 
the Presbyterian 
board, among whom are Rev. Messrs. 
W .F. and F. H. Chalfant and 
their 
families, of Pittsburg, who are sta­ 
tioned 
respectively at Ichowfu and 
Chinanfu. Rev. W. F. Chalfant is sup­ 
posed to have 
left China some time 
ago with his sick wife, bound for the 
United States, but up to this date his 
arrival has not been announced. 
Of 
the Rons of Rev. J. N. Swan who are 
missionaries in China, John M. Swan, 
M. D., and his family are located 
in 
Canton in the medical mission work, 
while Rev. Charles W. Swan and his 
family, Mrs. Swan being a physician 
coing medical missionary work, 
are 
located some 
300 miles distant from 
Canton. 
It is not at this time known 
whether they are in immediate danger 
or not, although at all 
times, 
even 
when there is no special outbreak, the 
lives of foreign missionaries are 
in 
danger. 
The prayer meeting on next 
Wednesday evening 
at 
the 
Second 
Presbyterian church will be devoted 
entirely to the consideration of 
this 
subject and prayer for the safety of 
the Christian workers in North China.

87 minutes and giving utterance to all 
the pent-up emotions of tile vast multi­ 
tude, It followed also a fierce struggle con­ 
cerning the platform d eclaration ^ silver and 
on the relative position which the silver ques­ 
tion is to maintain to the other great issues of 
Rte day.

o’olock, called the convention to order for the 
second day a session, he presented Right Rev. 
John J. Glennin for the. opening invocation, 
the entire audience, delegates and spectators, 
standing reverently, with bowed .heads, while 
the words of the prayer echoed through the 
building.
